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THE ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS, 


The Question net Likely to be Settied THl the Tax 
till is Settled. 

Wasuineton, June 13.—The question of 
final adjournment was considered to-day by 
the commiuitee on ways and means, but no 
time was agreed on, although three dates 
were briefly discussed—namelty,June 26, July 
5, and July 10. Some members of the com- 
mittee thought the appropriation bills were 
suiliciently advanced to enable congress to 
dissolve on July 5, but the majority thought 
that the day for final adjournment shouid 
not be fixed by the house until an .etfort 
had been made to obtain action on the bill te 
reduce internai taxes. Judge Kelley isamong 
those who oppose any consideration of the 
question of adjournment until something can 
be done with the internal tax bill, and he 
has given notice that after the river and 
harbor appropriation bill is disposed of he 
will antagonize every measure that is brought 
forward for consideration with the internal 
tax bill. The legislative, executive and judi- 
cial appropriation bill was practically finished 
to-day by the house, and theriver and harbor 
bill can be taken up to-morrow. ‘Two days 
should suffice to dispose of that measure. 


Sefore the close of the present week, there- 
fore, the hcuse may be given an opportunity 
to decide whether the tax bill reported by 
Judge Kelley is to be considered at the pres- 
ent session. This question being disposed of, 
the committee on ways and means will re- 
ort a resolution fixing the day for final ad-

They 
asked to be appointed by the city as special 
patrolmen, but the request was denied. Two 
of these quasi officers arrested Thomas Blythe, 
a non-union workman, last Friday on a charge 
of carryirg concealed weapons. When on 
trial in the police court Biythe 
swore that he carried a reyol- 
ver to protect himself from 
assaults by the strikers. He was acquitted, 
and the men who arrested him were arrested 
at the’suggestion of the court, charged with 
assault and battery, it being in evidence that 
they seized Blythe without warrant or provo- 
cation, and found the revolver in his posses 
sion.

THE BONDED SPIRITS BILL 


TRE PAYMENT OF ANTE-WAR MAIL 
CONTRACTORS DEBATED. 


An Investigation Iato the Labor Strikes Ordered BY 
the Senate—The River‘and Harbor Bill Reperted 
tm the House of Representa ives—De- 
fending Mississippi Appropriations. 


Wasnineton, June 15.—In the senate. the 
bill authorizing the New Orleans and North- 
eastern railroad to costruct bridges over Pearl 
river and Lake Pon¢hatrain was _ reported 
favorably, Mr. Jones, of Florida, introduced 
a bill appropriating $150,000 and $75,000 re- 
spectively for the improvement of the har- 
bors of Fernandina ‘on the Atlantic and Pen- 
sacola on the Gulf coast of Florida. He ex- 
length, the necessity 
for this outlay, and his col- 
league, Mr. Cali, made a like 
explanation. The legislative appropriavion 
bill was received from the house and referred 
to the appropriation committee. The senate 
joint resolution to reappropriate $375,000 to 
pay mail contractors tor seryice in the south- 
ern states prior to these states going into the 
rebellion again occupied the time reserved for 
the calendar. Mr. Maxey, who championed 
the measure, spoke at.Jength. He denied 
that the resoiutions of 1877, which authorized 
the payment of cuntractors Was rushed 
through congress, as asserted by Mr, Conger, 
and referred to the official record to show 
that it underwent a protracted discussion 
in both houses. The payment was not made 
because of the rulings ot the then postmaster 
general that all claims of this class should be 
presented before any were paid. He argued 
that the strictures of Mr. Conger were unwar- 
ranted, asthe resolution prohibited payment 
by the United States thatof any contractor 
who has been paid by the state or by the Con- 
federate states, or his payment beyond the 
date at which mail carriage ceased, In these 
and in other respects which he enumerated 
that phe rights of the government were more 
closely guarded than they were ig prior legis- 
lution. Asdisproving the charge that the 
government property in their possession 
had been turned over by these contractors 
to the enemies of the United States after the 
opening oftherebellion, Mr. Maxey said that 
the postmasters, not the mail contractors, 
were the custodians of the property, and that 
the demand of the confederate government 
for its surrender was addressed to the post- 
masters. He contended that these claimants 
continued to perform their contracts with the 
United States until stopped by its order 
through the postmaster general, and that the 
court of claims had, in a recent case, held 
that the claimants were entitled to sue for the 
money appropriated in 1877 for their benefit. 
The bill went over at the expiration of the 
morning hour, Messrs. Harris,: Ingalls and 
Gorman were appointed conferes on the dis- 
trict water supply bill. Mr. Morgan submit- 
ted a resolution which was laid over tem- 
porarily, for an investigation during vacation 
by a select committee into the labor strikes, 
their cg@luses and remedy, the committee to 
exanmline persons under oath, ete. 

THE BONDED SPIRIIS BILL. 

The house bill relating to the bonded period 
upon distilled spirits asain came up as unfin- 
ished business. The question recurred upon 
the pending substitute of the senate commit- 
tee. The burden of the debate on the whisky 
bill was borne by Mr. Windom in opposition 
to and Mr. Beck as the chantpion of the bill, 
with occasional brief remarks by other sena- 
tors. Mr. Windom made a long speech. 
which he concluded. by saying that it bad 
been admitted by Mr. Bayard that tie substi- 
tute of the senate committee for the hvuse 
bill would produce no permanent relief, and 
would only postpone the evil, therefore it was 
equaliy as odjectionable as the original. A 
number of amendments were offered and _ re- 
jected. Mr. McMillan then moved that the 
bill and amendments be postponed indetinite- 
ly, and the motion nrevailed yeas 32, nays 
20. The senate then adjourned.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

The morning hour having been dispensed’ 
with, the bouse ac 11:20 went into committee 
of the whole with Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, 
in the chalr, on the riverand harbor appro- 
priation bill. Mr. Page, of Colorado, chair- 
man of the cominittee on commerce, made a 
general explanation of the bill, and presented 
the reasons why he had induced the com- 
mittee to recommend an _ appropriati@h 
so far in excess of the appropriations of form- 
er years. This was the tirst riverand harbor 
bill that had contained any appropriation 
commensurate With the great work of*im- 
provement contemplated by the Mississippi 
river commission. He compared the pend- 
ing bill with the law of the current year to 
show that while the latter appropriated $11,- 
000,000 upon ap estimate of $25,000,000, the 
former appropriate only $17,000,000 on an es- 
timate of $57,000,000. Thebill had received 
the careful consideration *of the committee 
and he trusted that it would be passed with- 
out any amendments. 

MR. HORR’S ELOQUENCE. 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, a membe- of the 
commerce committee, followed Mr. Page in 
favor of the bili as reported from the commit- 
tee. In the course of his speech he gave an 
interesting discription of the plan of im. 
provement contemplated by the Mississippi 
river commission, and contended that not on- 
ly would itgesult in rendering the river navi- 
gable, but it would also prevent a recurrence 
of the terrible floods which had recently laid 
waste a large extent of country.

THE LYNCHED BOY TIBBETTS. 


Belief That His Mother and Brothers were His Ac- 
com plices. 

St. Paut, Minn., June 15.—The lynching 
of young Tibbetts for the murder of two land 
surveyors near Perham did not end the crimi- 
nal developments in that affair,and a brother 
of Washington, the murdered land-surveyor, 
is in Perham with a detective working up the 
case, aud they have discovered facts implica- 
ting the whole Tibbetts tamily, consisting of 
a mother with several young cubs of sons, 
The boys seenr'to have been ambitious to 
rival the Missouri. bandits, and. the mother 
seems to have stimulated their bloody inten- 
tions. An interview witha gentleman from 
Perham says: ‘‘New facts,im,the Perham 
murder case are continually eoming to light. 
Young Tibbetts seems to. have been a fiend 
incarnate, aud urged on in his actsof wicked- 
ness by hig mother. Since the lynching it 
bas become known that, he and acomrade had 
made a plan to wreck a Northern Pacific pas- 
senger train by placing ties or some other ob- 
struction on the track. The scheme only fail- 
ed from lack of sand in Tibbett’s companion. 
Public feelihg against the boy’s mother is 
very strong. She exkibited no signs of grief 
when told that her son was lynched, nor did 
she view the body or seem to care to see it. 
Young Tibbett’s step-father has shown great- 
er feeling than the boy’s mother, and the pub- 
lic generally sympathize with him. Public 
feeling is strongly in sympathy with the 
lynching. The whele neighborhood is in 
great excitement, and should i- be proved 
that the boy’s mother is really implicated in 
the crime, there is littke doubt she will 
be in great danger of the 
same fate that befell her  mis- 
guided son.”’ A correspondent of the Pioneer 
Press, who visited the home of the Tibbetts 
family with the officer, sends the following” 
“On nearing the house the oldest boy, George, 
13 years old, left the house and started for 
the woods. After some conversation with 
the father, who is the only one in the family 
for whom there is felt any pity, the boy was 
hunted up. Upon being approached he be- 
gan to yell like a lunatic, begging for his 
mother to protect him. At this period an- 
other boy, still younger, was heard to remark: 
‘— —, they can’t take me!’ At this time 
matters became exciting, and Mr. Washington, 
brother of the murdered surveyor, began the 
exauiination of the boy, George. He was 
asked what he xnew about the murder, and 
was requested to tell what time it was Jolin 
said he would kill those men if he could 
get a chance. Lis reply was: ‘Jobn told 
me on Thursday, the same night the surveyor 
and his packer came to our house.’ He was 
asked if his mother knew of it. He said ‘Yes.’ 
He also said: ‘Sohn tried to steal their revol- 
vers on Saturday night before they were 
killed.’ In all the conversation heid with the 
boy it was plain he knew of the whole affair. 
The mother was then called outside, she hav- 
ing taken up the insanity dodge. She said 
she mad been sick, and that her fo.ks thought 
hercrazy. Her conversation was rather flighty 
unt:] she was given a geod scare, when she be- 
gan to divulge some of the facts related by the 
boys. At this tinre the reporter was sitting by 
herrightand Mr. Washington on her left, each 
of them havinga smal! knife in hand, whit- 
tling. She turned upon the reporter and de- 
manded the knife. It being refused, she 
turned to Washington and asked for his 
knife, which was also denied. All of this 
time the woman seemed ready to do 
some eViscerating.

“IN NO DANGER,” 
IS THE RECORDED OPINION O 
LAWYER CASSIDY. 


The Evia-uce Resumed in the New Haven Scandal— 
Attacking the State’s Experts~How Lawyer 
Sassidy Regards the Present Stacus of the 
Case—The Evidence Summed Up. 


New Haven, June 15.—In the Malley case 
this forenoon Dr. Pliny Jewett was on the 


stand contradicting the state’s experts in ref- ' 


erence to drowning and arsenical poisoning. 
Dr. Jewert, on cross examination, said that 
if Jennie Cramer was poisoned the symptoms 
varied from all recorded cases. Mrs. Lottie 
Brown testified te an invitation from Jas, 
Malley in July to go to a shore dinner, and 
to invite a Mrs. Ketcham. He said a friend 
from New York would accompany them, but 
Mrs. Ketchum was called away, and they 
didn’t go. Later he informed her that he 
had found a lady friend, and wished the 
witness to go. Court then adjourned. This 
evidence is to show that there was no con- 
spiracy to bring Blanche Douglas here to ruin 
Jennie Cramer, If a letter written by At- 
torney Cassidy withdrawing from the case 
he says: ‘‘When the case of the state closed 
I felt that our duty was to go to the jury, 
and not to call a witness for the defense.” 
He concludes that his service is no Juuer 
of use and that James Malley is legally and 
jastly in no danger. 

Following is an analysis of the evidence 
thus far adduced: On Tuesday, August 2nd, 
Mrs. Caroline Volkenberg (called by the de- 
fense)saw Jennie Cramer passing her house 
with a white dress on herarm. On Wednes- 
day, August 6th, the following Jetter, in Wal- 
ter Malley’s handwriting, is in evidence: 
‘New Haven, August 3, 1881.—Dear Miss 
Cramer: Have been expecting to see you the 
last two days. Jim is going to bring me to 
Walter’s house this evening, and I would so 
much like to have you join us. Can you call 
some t#me this afternoon? Yours in haste, 
BLANCHE.”’ 

Mrs. Charles Hawley testifies that Jennie 
Cramer culled and got the fluted white dress, 
after waiting an hour and a half for 
it. Mrs. Cramer says Jennie left 
home to visit Miss Douglas. Mrs. 
Minnie Klippstein, living opposite 
the Elliott house, saw Jennie Cramer in 
Blanche Douglas’s room at the Elliott house, 
This night Jennie was apparently ruined at 
the Malley mansion. On Thursday, August 
4, Lieutenant Richard Waite (cailed by the 
defense) saw Jennie and Blanche coming out 
of the Malley mansion. Thomas McCormick 
(called by the defense) saw Jennie Cramer 
alone on State street. Mrs. Cramer alleges 
that Jennie came home, accompanied by 
Blanche Douglas. She upbraided her for 
staying away all night, and Blanche said that 
she had shared her bed at the Elliott house. 
She went down stairs and when she returned 
both girls had left the house. She never again 
saw Jennie alive. Emanuel Gans (called by 
the defense) saw Jennie alone, a block from 
her home, walking away from her father’s 
house. Albert Massure and James McGuire 
(called by the defense), conductor and driver 
of a horse car running from New Haven to 
Savin Rock, saw Jennie Cramer on their car. 
She left the carat Church and Chappel streets, 
but again hailed it and re-entered the car. 
She went to Savin Rock, five miles from New 
Haven, and left the carat the Rock. There 
was a picnic there that day, got up by persons 
from New Britain. Jennie wore a fluted white 
dress...Mrs. Minnie Klippstein again saw 
Jennie Cramer in Blanche Douglas’s room at 
the Elliott house between 6 and 7 p. m. 
Mary Jane Clark and Ellen Carroll (called by 
the defense) saw either Jennie Cramer or 
a girl resembling her at Savin Rock. And at 
the same hour John F. Manning, John M. 
Casey (both employes in Malley’s store) and 
Fred W. Bishop saw James enter a red geared 
buggy without top near Malley’s store, and 
drive off. About 7 p. m. James Malley drove 
to his father’s house in a red geared buggy 
without a top. Took his sister Luiu for ashort 
ride and returned. About 10:30 p.m. Anna 
Clerkin, ceok for Walter’s father, says the 
cousins came in and went to bed. Between 
10) and 11 p. m. Charles Rawlings, superin- 
tendent of Redcliffe’s restaurant, New Haven, 
saw Walter Malley enter the restaurant with 
Blanche Douglas and Jennie Cramer.

THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 


The Europeans Still Flecing—Turkish Troops Ex. 
pected te Restore Order. 

Lonpon, June 15.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Alexandria states that the governor and 
the military commandant admit that they 
have no control over the situation and that 
the soldiers only obey their colonels. The 
khedive has expressed a hope that 18,000 
Turks will be shortly on their way to Egypt. 
After the reception yesterday he informed 
the Europeans that he had divided the town 
into districts and had made an officer respon- 
sible for each. He said that 430 foreign 
leaders of the Sunday riot had been arrested 
and would be on board 
a ship in the harbor, where they would 
be wal guarded. A Turkish vessel which ar- 
rived yesterday brought Osman Bey, aid-de- 
camp of the sultan, with instructions for 
Deryisch Pasha. Admiral Seymour has seized 
the steamer Marengo to convey the fugitives 
from Egypt. A dispatch from Paris says that 
identical instructions have been sent tothe 
French and English consuls and admirals in 
regard to the protection to be afforded Kuro- 
peans in Egypt. The News correspondent at 
Paris says the instructions are described as 
energetic. The British channel fleet, consist- 
ing of tive large ships,sailed from east Gibralter 
at seven o’clock this morning. Private ad- 
vices from Cairo, state that all Europeans have 
left there except the staff of the Eastern 
Cable company, who have been advised to 
quit, in which event the route of the coa- 
pany’s main line in India will have to be al- 
tered. A later dispatch, just received, says 
that the Cairo office of the Eastern Cable 
company has been closed. A dispatch from 
Alexandria says the number of Europeans 
killed on Sunday, is now estimated at 
250. Many of them.were thrown into thesea, 
and are being daily washed ashore. Twelve 
bodies yesterday and five to-day were thus 
recovered. All the bodies bear marks of blud- 
geons or bayonet wounds. Several witnesses 
of Sunday’s riot assert that the rabble were 
preceeded by adetachment of gen de arms, 
who drew up in the middle of the square and 
looked on when the massacre began, and af- 
terwards took partin it. The consul generals 
are preparing another circular, addressed to 
their respective countrymeu, expressing con- 
fidence that order will be maintained by the 
Egyptian army, the object being to instill 
confidence pending the arrival of 
Turkish troops. The council of Turkish 
ministers have not yet arrived = at 
a decision in regard to the despatch of troops 
to Egypt. Itis stated that the government 
hopes that the proposal for the conference 
will first be withdrawn, hence the delay. 
The troops if sent will be taken from Syria. 
A German gunboat has been ordered to Al- 
exandria. The Times correspondent at Con- 
stantinople says it was the intention of Der- 
visch Pasha tu induce Arabi Pasha to resign 
and quit Cairo, but the danger of further dis- 
orders bas necessitated the retention of Arabi 
Pasha for some time longer. 

THE LATEST RED SEA NEWS. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, June 15.—Germany and Austria 
are trying to induce the military party to ask 
the khedive for pardon. The military de- 
mand as a condition the dismissal of two cen- 
fidential advisers of the khedive. The Times 
in @ leading article says it considers that the 
fact is’ established that t riot at 
Alexandria on Sunday was 
meditated. In the house of commons 
this afternoon Mr. Arnold, liberal member 
for Safford, recalled the fact that Mr. Cook- 
son, British consul at Alexandria had, in 
September, informed Arabi Pasha that if the 
Egyptian army persisted iu assuming the gov- 
ernment of the country it must be prepared 
to meet the united forces of the sultan and 
of Europe, as the country could not be per- 
mitted to lapse into a state ofanarchy. He 
asked whether this language had been ap- 
proved by the government. SirCharles Dilke, 
under foreign secretary said the question cor- 
rectly reported the language. It was quite 
right to assume that the government had ap- 
proved it. The New Free Press, of Vienna, 
says that England and France are willing to 
agree that Turkey shall be intrusted with in- 
tervention in Egypt as the mandatory and 
under the control of Europe but not as the 
sovereign power. Should Turkey refuse this 
mission and persist in claiming her position 
as a sovereign power, England and France 
will be Seedy to accept the mandate 
of Europe, or in the last resort, to act 
independentiy. It is thought that 
color is lent to this statement in regard to the 
invitation to Turkey by an answer of Signor 
Mancini, Italian minister of foreign affairs, 
in the chamber of deputies at Rome, yester- 
day, that the disembarkation of English 
and French forces was precluded by certain 
overtures which England, with the knowl- 
edge of France, had that day made to Italy 
and other powers.

Mr. Stephens Makes a Brief Statement as to the 
Weakness of Age. 
From the Fort Valley Mir:or. 

A few days since, there appeared in the 
Mirror and Advertiser, a poem in honor of 
Mr. Stephens, a copy of which, together with 
a warm letter,was forwarded to the great com- 
moner, by the author, M. G. B. The follow- 
ing is the reply: ie 
House of Representatives, Washington, 
June 10.—My Dear Sir: Your very kind Jetter 
of the 8th inst., with enclosure, received this 
evening. You will accept my thanks for 
both. You need hardly be assured that the 
sentiments expressed towards me in the letter 
as well as the stanzas are highly appreciated. 
The question of the governorship so far as 
Iam concerned, is with the people. I have 
no personal aspirations for the oflge, but if 
the people shall see fit to select me I will 
serve them to the best of my ability, and with 
the fidelity and devotion to the interests, 
rights, honorand glory of Georgia, which 
have ever controlled my actions during now 
a long and not uneventful life. It is true, 
it is said by many and perhaps sincerely 
thought by them, that I am too old for the 
oftice. This may be true, but yet, I am not 
as old as Mr. Clay was when he was sostrongly 
urged the last time for the _ presidency, 
nor as old as he was when he effected 
the last great compromise which was 
the crowning glory of his life; nor 
am I as old by nearly a decade as 
Gladstone, the present prime minis- 
ter oi England. But this isa matter not for 
mie to discuss or judge of. The people must 
decide for themselves. The test for office, in 
my judgment, as to unfitness on account of 
age, isnot tiie number of years to which a 
man may attain, but his capacity for the busi- 
ness entrusted to his charge. No one, of 
course, should be the judge ot his own ¢a- 
yacity—but I certainly should not assume the 
discharge of any duty that I didn’t feel capa- 
ble of discharging. You will, of course, ex- 
cuse these remarks in regard to my age. They 
are only intended as an answer to this objec- 
tion raised against ine by showing several in- 
stances (and thousands of others might 
be added to those giyen) when 
men much older than Iam, have performed 
and are performing duties of a much higher 
and more responsible character than those of 
the office of governor of Georgia. . High and 
responsible as these are, and no one could es- 
timate their responsible character in a higher 
degree than I do; yet they can hardly be com 
sidered in responsibility as equal in degree to 
those attending the premiership of Great 
Britian, over whose millions of population, 
commerce and dominion the sun never sets.

Mr. Christy says the latter part of this state- 
ment is false, and’that Mr. Speer knows it is 
such. After being thrown out of work about 
one month Mr. Speer secured him the place 
as described, and it was upon Congressman 
Speer’s advice that he resigned, that party 
Stating that he had for him a better paying 
place. He afterwatds (when Christy had 
threatened him with an expose of his treach- 
ery, and the double game he was playing with 
the radical party), that Mr. Speer got hima 
place that paid $39 a month—not enough to 
support him, as he had to pay $45 for 
board for self and wife. He was forced 
to resign for this reason. In the mean- 
time Mr. e tig owed said Christy $150 
for acting as his private secretary, and al- 
though he frequently asked him for the 
money, explaining his destitute situation, he 
would not respond. Finally’ he offered to 
compromise the debt for $50, but Speer:would 
noteven pay thissum. He turned over to 
said Speer every letter of a private nature, 
only retaining those of a political character, 
and which he does not think any man who 
was not attempting to play a double game 
would object to being read to his constituen- 
cy. Mr. Christy says shortly after becoming 
correspondent of Mr. Speer he discovered 
that he was not working tor the white demo- 
crats of his district, and became disgusted 
with his ‘benefactor,’’ and would have 

uitted his employment sooner had his con- 
dition warranted the step. 

Mr. Speer, in his bill, says that Christy 
agreed toact as his private secretary in con- 
sideration of the fact that he had secured him 
a government office. Mr. Christy says that 
no such trade was made until he had done 
$150 worth of work for Uongressman Speer, 
when that party proposed this remuneration 
for his appointment, and he was forced to 
accept any terms offered. It certainly has 
come to a nice pass when a congressman 
levies blackmail upon gentlemen for whom 
he has secured appointment, as Congressman 
Speer acknowledges that he has done.

Burglary in Madison. 
From the Madison, Ga., Madisonian. 

Last Monday morning, between the hours 
of 1 and 4 o’clock, Mr. P. R. Thomason’s 
store was burglarized. The burglars blew out 
the street lamb back of his store, prized or 
broke open the shuttems of one of the back 
windews, and with a screw-driver removed 
the screws which held the iron rods fast to 
the lower and tpper sill of the window, 
thereby affordibg space fcringress. After 
getting in the store room they lighted a lamp 
orcandje and proceeded to tackle the iron 
safe, which they suspected was well filled 
with currency. This was considerably used 
up, but would not open tu their well directed 
biows given with a sledge hammer toa cold 
chisel. Foiled in this, they proceeded leisurely 
to examine every drawer, and succeeded in 
pocketing the change left in the cash drawer, 
some five or six dollars. They then appropria- 
ted a half box of the best tobacco, a lot of 
boots, a package of half hose, some under: 
shirts, etc., and retired. On opening the store 
their tools, consisting of sledge hammer, spike 
driver, crowbar, cold chisels, screw driver, 
etc., were found where they had used them, 
but they did not leave their cards. Upon in- 
quiry it was found that the tools belonged to 
Austin Reed, a negro blacksmith, whose shop 
is only a short distance back of the store. 
Further inquiry discovered that a negro ex- 
penitentiary convict, calling himself Ed Ed- 
wards, had heen loitering around the city 
during the past week and was supposed to 
have left for his home in Greene county Sun- 
day night. Sheriff Fears immediately left for 
Buckhead, where he learned that the negro 
had just purchased a hat and other articles. 
from Mr. McWhorter at that place, and had 
also bought a railroad ticket to Greensboro, 
stating that he was going on the night 
train. Mr. Fearssoon discovered him, placed 
a pair of bracelets on his wrists and brought 
him to the city. On his person were found 
several articles stolen from the store, which 
were readily identified, a derringer pistol well 
known as the property of Oscar Thomason, 
now deceased, and which he took from the 
money drawer, also a pair of new boots that 
had Mr. Thomason’s cost mark on them, 
which one of the clerks recognized as his 
own marking. He asserts that Austin Reid 
broke open and entered the store, and he did 
the watching and for which he was rewarded 
by them with the articles above described. 
Whether this be true or not, wecan’t say, but 
whoever entered the store had accomplices. 
Mr. Aycock, policeman, heard the noise and 
tried to locate it. He walked by the window, 
which was closed by the burglars. He sup- 
osed that his collesgue had extinguished the 
ae before leaving the square, as the moon 
shone brightly. Ihe jailed negro has served 
thirteen years in the penitentiary for another 
burgtary, and will likely serve another term. 
This makes three or four burglaries, in as 
many years, that have occurred, and this is 
the first and only arrest made.

This fact was 
most forcibly presented at the last exhibition 
of the association, at which the display of co- 
coons was very fine and interesting. The 
chief feature of the exhibition was the display 
of specimen cocoons by the twenty-six con- 
testants for the Strawbridge & Clothier premi- 
ums. The first one of whieh, by the way, 
was carried off by Mrs. Rebecca Taylor, 
(mother of the late Bayard Taylor), who is 
over 82 years of age, and a sufferer from par- 
alysis. The association announces that 
through the liberality of Messrs. Strawbridge 
& Clothier the well known dry goods mer- 
chants of Philadelphia, it is again 
enabled to offer to the silk 
culturists the sum of five hundred dollars in 
ten premiums, as follows: First premium, 
$100; second premium, $75; third premium, 
$65; fourth premium, $60; fifth premium, 
%); sixth premium, $45; seventh premium, 
10;“iguth premium, $30; ninth premium, 
$25; tenth premium, $10. For these premi- 
ums any resident of the United States mav 
contest. From the ten largest amounts of 
cocoons, one pound will be taken, without 
selection, and test of reeling applied; the 
quantity and quality will be the conditions for 
premium. Application for competition must 
be indorsed and the amount of this year’s co- 
coous raised by the culturist,testified by some 
responsible,person. Stock must be sent not 
later than December 1, 1882. Any one 
with sufficient. land to grow a few mul derrv 
trees can = add the rearing of — silk 
worms to the daily care and find it a source 
of pleasure and profit. The work occupies 
butasmall portion of the year, and a child 
can attend to the daily gathering of. leaves 
and feeding the worms. Ifa supply of mul- 
berry leaves cannot be had, an osage orange 
hedge will answer every purpose. The osage 
erang® leaf is admirable food for the silk 
worms, from which they spin splendid silk. 
A very interesting event of national interest, 
eonnected with this subject of silk culture, 
has just occurred in Philadelphia. The Wo- 
men’ssilk culture association selected silk from 
twenty-six families living in ‘fourteen states; 
had it spun on a ‘‘vankee"’ reel, made into a 
web of twenty-eiglit thousand threads of silk, 
and woven asa brocade on a Jacquard loom, 
requiring three thousand six hundred needles 
totorm the original and striking design. This 
is the first brocade ever woven in America of 
American silk; and probably the heaviest in 
texture of any brocade ever woven. It, is 
known as the Gartield dress, as it is the intén- 
tion of the association to present this magni- 
ficent fabric to Mrs. James A. Garfield.

RELIGION AND POLITICS. 
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The Ohio Methodists’ Objection te the Republican 
Platform. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 14.—The Methodist 
ministers at their meeting to-day passed a res- 
olution requesting the Hon. Richard Smith, 
ot the Cincinnati Gazette to address them at 
their meeting on next Monday, on so much 
of the action of the republican state conven- 
tion as relates to the temperance and 
Sunday questions. A committee was ap- 
pointed, who will convey the invitation 
to Mr. Smith, and learn bis pleasure in 
the matter. The request is of sig- 
nificance, for the reason that the ultra tem- 
perance people of the state, who are led, as 
a rule, by the Methodist clergy, were disap- 
pointed at the equiyocal stand taken by the 
convention in reference to the questions of 
temperance and Sunday observance. They 
believed that the convention would regard 
the Germans as hopelessly alieniated, and 
would therefore take a bold stand on the 
ground occupied by the Samper people. 
This was not done, but onthe contrary, a 
platform was adopted that the Germans find 
more acceptable than to the temperance peo 
ple. Mr. Smith wasa member of the con- 
vention, and was looked upon by the tem- 
perance element as a'sagacious leader, upon 
whom they could rely for the heartiest sup- 
port. But although . Mr. Smith is 
reputed to have had in _ his pocket 
a platform fer presentation which contained 
abundantly stitf temperance and Sunday 
planks it was not presented, and its author, 
as far as outward appearances go, neither said 
nor did anything about it. The matter hav- 
ing become a subject of jest on the part of the 
less serious minded newspapers, the Gazette 
this morning prints the proposed Sunday 
plank, with the editorial explanation that the 
reason it was not offered for the consideration 
of the convention was that before an opportu- 
nity was offered train, time arrived, and the 
larger proportion of the delegates who were 
favorable to its adoption were compelled to 
hasten tothe depot. The resolution, there- 
fore, was not offered, but in its place the two- 
line declaration that all laws upon the statute- 
bovk should be enforced. This explanation 
has led the Methodist ministers to belieye 
that the spirit of the* convention, at least 
during the earlier part of its sessions, was 
better than appears in the platform. Some 
such assurance as this from one who is com- 
petent to speak, they think, may place the 
matter in such a light that they will be war- 
ranted in supporting the rgpublican ticket. 
Otherwise they believe it will be their duty to 
aid in securing the nomination of a prohibi- 
tion ticket. a rs sagt 


OHIO’S GROWING FIELDS. 


Encouraging Crop Keportse From Pennsylvanta, Ohie 
and West Virginia. 

=PirtssurG, June 14.—Reports as to the 
growing crops have been received from over 
forty county towns in_ the sections of Penn- 
sylvania, Qhio and West Virginia tributary 
to Pittsburg. The tenor of these reports ls, 
on the whole, very eneouraging. The wheat 
crop of this section was perhaps never more 
promising. One orgwo reports from Ohio 
teli of a little damage by late ratns, but one 
report is absolutely unfavoradle, while the 
majority of them rate the wheat crop far 
above the average. There is a noticeable 
unanimity witi regard to the corn crop, 
which has everywhere been thrown back by 
the late rains, and in some sections of Ohio 
part of the acreage intended for planting 1s 
still unplanted. In most. cases, however, 
the adverse outlook will pass away with 
good weather, and a few reports are above 
the average. The reports on_ oats 
range from very poor to very 
ebod, with the general result a little below 
the average. The prospect at present indi- 
cates a chance for decided improvement with 
good weather. The prospects of the hay cro 
are unanimously reported to be immense, and, 
with one or two exceptions, potatoes are do- 
ing remarkably well. The fruit crop reports 
show cousiderable diversity, but the general 
indications are that there will be a rather 
light crop of apples, while peaches were 
almost entirely killed by the late frosts, al- 
though the chief peach-producing locality, 
Columbiana county, reports that it will have 
a good yield. Smali fruits and vegetables are 
both showing a good yield. Nearly all the 
crops are liable to be vastly improved by 
weather or seriously np by bad. The 
reports from towns below show a dull trade. 
In the strictly agricultural localities, this is 
due to the fact that farmers are busy, and at 
the same time ate waiting to regulate their 
expenditures by the outcome of their crops. 
in the towns dependent upon the iron, coal 


ting $150,000 on a single hand, and 
Weed and Hedges lost. Weed now charges 
that the hands were put up by Hedges and 
Scott, they to divide the winnings.

The affair causes fees | excitement 
here, some of the parties being highly con- 
nected, and there are plenty of rumors of 
startling developments that may yet come to 
light. The hearing will take place to-morrow 
before Judge Barnard. 

At the examination of Hedges, Weed testi- 
fied thatin addition to the above described 
transactions Scott and Hedges won from him 
at faro at a single sitting $45,000, Scott and 
Hedges dealing ulternately. 


KILLED BY A BEAR. 


Terrible Experlence of a2 Band of Hunters in the 
Adlrondacha. 


SARATOGA, June 14.—William Milliken, of 
Boston, was killed by a 400 pound bear near 
the shore of Lake Piseco, in the Adriondacks, 
last Saturday afternoon. He was one vf a 
party, the others being John Dixon, Foun- 
tain and Watson, of Philadelphia, and Wil- 
jiam Wilkinson, of birmingham, Connecticut. 
They had with them James Shires,a skilled 
guide, and four dogs. A bear trail was fol- 
lowed up, when Shires told the men to be 
careful about shooting too suddenly should 
they happen to come across any bears, who, 
at this time, are very savage and apt to be on 
the aggressive. Millikin, with the dogs some 
distance ahead of the others, came across a 
male bear,a female and three cubs. Not 
heeding the caution given him by the guide, 
he opened fire. The balance of the party 
hurried forward, but when Shires, who first 
reached the scene, came up, the bear had 
killed the four dogs and was attacking Milli- 
ken, the latter making a gallant fi-!:t for life. 

The guide hurried tothe rescue, but as he 
came up tue bear closed upon Millikin and 
killed him. The bear then attacked Shires, 
who was terribly hurt and would have been 
killed had not Watson gained the spot and 
shot the male bear dead. The others of the 
party poured a volley into the female bear, 
who was also attacking, and killed her. Shires 
was conveyed to his home ona ladder. The 
mangled remains of Milliken were to-night 
shipped to his late home. He was about 
thirty-five years of age, and leaves a familv. 
He was interested heavily in mining in Nova 
Seotia, and was a stockholder in the Me- 
chanicsyille water power company of this 
county.

What the Committee Preopeses to do, and Hew They

‘How much money have ey on hand?” 

“Besides the Kidd fund of $1,000, which by 
direction of the association is to be put into 
standard works, the board has given us $250 
to expend as we deem best. At least $100 of 
this sum will be expended in renovating and 
beautifying the library hall. New rugs and 

carpeting and,furniture have long been needed 
ond itiscnly recently that money has been 
available for that purpose. We have also 
moved the reading room down Stairs, and are 
engaged in fitting it up and placing in it all 
that the members. who use the room need. 

“What will be done with the remainder of 
the $250?” 

“We propose to buy at once 100 volumes of 
new and popular works. The lists will be 

‘closed next Tuesday, and members who want 
new books of a popular nature are invited 
to hand in titles to the librarian before Tues- 
day evening next. This purchase will absorb 
$100 of the sum appropriated, leaving $50 to 
pay binding bills.” 

“What then?’ oe : 

“Tf the affairs of the association remain 
prosperous, we hope to induce the board to 

give us two hundred and fifty dollars more at 
the next monthly meeting. This will doubt- 
less depend, however, upon the success of the 
Tallulah excursion. We need more money 
for various purposes. We need more period- 
icals and of course more books. We also need 
funds to provide novelties of the hour. For 
exalple, we ave ‘ordered,.at Mr. Grady’s 
Suggestion, aset of silk cocoons, 80 t the 
process of silk-making may be watched by our 
members. The library can be rendered in- 
structive and entertaining in athotsand ways 
if a needful supply of funds can be secured.” 

‘Will the new members remain with you?” 
_ “We hope so, and we are doing everything 
inour power toretain them and get more. 


The library has been sadly crippled of late ' 


years by a floating debt, and now that that is 

@ thing of the past, better and more satisfac- 

tory results may be expected.”’ : "7 
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“It will, [am sure, do good work. ’"Meders’ 4

and Vice-President Harmon, who is an ex. 
officio member of the committee,’ will super- 
vise the reading room.
